Mr. Epperson told the patrol that 
he was driv ing north when G arrett 
thum bed a ride from him at Steele 
about 10:15 a. m.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov . 5— TO—Under cloudy , ohillv skies Mis­ 
souri deer hunters inv aded the woods and v alley s of 32 Missouri coun­ 
ties today to open the 1951 three day season. 
Conserv ation Ag ents reported big concentrations of sportsmen in 
all counties, indicating the total force may reach a record 25,000. 
One of the first men to g et a leg al doc in the 15 “any Doer" 
counties was K. H. G ahr of Steelv ille. He bag g ed his 150-pound ani­ 
mal near his hometown this morning just ten minutes after the 6:30 
opening .

PARIS, Nov . 5— l/P'—The United 
States was reliably reported to­ 
day to hav e decided to propose a 
world-wide arms census including 
a complete accounting all atomic 
weapons. 
The U. S. plan, which will bo 
placed before the United Nations 
Assembly here this week, calls for 
a strict sy stem of v erification for 
the atomic accounting s. This may 
prov e to bo the stumbling block 
which could hold up indefinitely 
any disclosure of the unmber of 
atom bombs in the U. S. and Rus­ 
sia. 
Informed q uarters said the arms 
proposal was the heart of the re­ 
ported peace plan which President 
Trum an will announce Wednesday 
nig ht and which Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson will lay before the 
United Nations Assembly , perhaps 
on Thursday . 
Inclusion of atomic weapons in 
the proposed arm s census repre­ 
sents a drastic 
chang e 
in U. S. 
policy . The census 
q uestion has 
been before the U. N. since 19 48 . 
but was blocked by the

V o id of the U. S. policy shift 
leaked out as the 6 0-nation as­ 
sembly prepared to launch its 1951 
meeting tomorrow. The U. S. was 
reported asking Britain and France 
to support its new peace formula, 
timed to beat Russia to the peace 
uunch before the Sov iets hav e a 
chance to renew their 
ex pected 
peace offensiv e.

Fifth Atomic 
Test Made 
In Nevada

LAS VEGAS, Nev ., Nov . 5—UP) 
—The fifth and big g est atomic 
blast in the current series of tests 
g av e a Nev ada town a realistic 
disaster drill today . 
The detonation 
sent a 
clo ud 
mushrooming from the Yucca flat 
test site, 7 5 miles from here, at 
8 :31 a.m. (P.S.T.) 
(10:31 CST). 
The burst’s brilliant 
flash, plainly 
v isible here, was followed by a 
perceptible rum ble and a 
windy 
g ust. The bomb was dropped from 
a B-29 plane. 
But in Caliente, Nev ., 18 5 miles 
northeast of here, the 2,5 00 resi­ 
dents had an ex perience such as 
they mig ht hav e in a real atomic 
war. 
The Atomic Energ y Commission 
asked radio stations to warn resi­ 
dents to keep windows open to 
lessen effects of concussion. 
The sheriff’s office in Caliente 
had only about 
15 minutes’ no­ 
tice of this warning . But deputies 
treated it like a g enuine disaster. 
Officers hurried throug h the town, 
telling 
citizens 
to 
g et 
out 
of 
building s. 
Children 
were 
hustled 
from 
classrooms into school y ards. Res­ 
idents 
emerg ed 
ffom 
houses, 
stores 
and 
b u s i n e s s 
places 
throug hout the town. They stood 
in the streets and had a fine v iew 
of the ex plosion and the atomic 
cloud. 
Nine minutes later they 
heard a rum ble and felt a shock 
wav e. 
Sheriff’s Deputy Lorin Bunker 
reported no dam ag e in Caliente. 
Neither was there any reported 
in Las Veg as w here sev en w in­ 
dows were broken in the big blast 
last Thursday . 
Residents 
in 
Glendale, Calif., 
nearly 300 miles from here, said 
they felt a concussion about 9 a.m.

Before a p,;p is tak en ou t in the 
field to get his first whiff of bird 
scent, he shou ld hav e some priv ate 
tu toring to learn simple obed ience 
and the meanings of a few spok en 
command s. This part of a pu p’s 
ed u cation is called y ard training, 
probably becau se 
it most 
often 
tak es place in the priv acy of back 
y ard s where there’s nothing else 
going on to claim the pu p’s at­ 
tention. 


A y ou ng d og is read y for his 
y ard training as soon as he is old 
enou gh to show some intelligence. 
This may be in his fifth or six th 
month or may be a little earlier 
or later—d epend ing on how fast 
the pu p has come along. In any 
case, rem em ber to k eep each les­ 
son short. 
The 
y ou gnster 
has 
plenty to learn and his bod y , as 
well as his mind , is v ery immatu re. 
When he shows signs of tiring, stop 
the lesson and let him play ; a good 
ru le is to hold each lesson d own 
to abou t fifteen minu tes.

H ow ev er, the su ccess story of 
the ov erlooked pu p doesn’t appear 
frequ ently ; ex perience,! dog m en 
a re n’t often w rong in th eir a p­ 
praisals. T heir reasons tor picking 
one pu p ov er all the others are 
based on their own ex periences, 
and on the ex periences of dog 
trainers and breeders ev ery w here 
ov er the past sev eral centu ries. 
W hile th ere is no real su bsti­ 
tu te 
for 
first-hand 
ex perience, 
the a m ate u r dog bu y er can sav e 
him self some possible fru stration 
and m ay be a larg e su m of cash by 
following some com m onsense ru ’cs 
in picking ou t his pu p. Upon de­ 
ciding on the breed he wishes to 
own, he shou ld check as th rojg n- 
ly as possible into the 
re pu ta ­ 
tions 
of 
kennels 
offering

pu ps for sale. Most, bu t not all, 
kennels are honest— as a m atte r 
of g ood bu siness if not for mo *&1 
reasons. Som e kennels are m ore 
honest than others, and these will 
befrank in pointing ou t a ppa ie nt 
shortcom ing s in some of the pu ps 
, they hav e for sale. If su ch fau lts 
a re n’t pointed ou t, the cu stom er 
shu old be prepared to spot *he 
obv iou s ones himself. 
T h e pu p which mopes in a cor­ 
ner by himself, lacks the brig h t­ 
ey ed alertness of a norm al y ou ng ­ 
ster, 
is

in

(crooked 
leg s, thin coat, w eaknesses) shou ld 
certainly be passed u p. 
M any prospectiv e ow ners take

ing trip. This isn’t so im portant 
w hen dealing w ith a responsible 
kennel; it’s sm art to do so w hen 
bu y ing elsew here, how ev er.

Almost 
never 
within 
memo ry have 
the 
rains 
been 
spa ced so perfectly throughout the 
summer a nd eatly fall to keep the 
fo lia ge green and luxuriant. All

The teachers g ather together for

w hich the restoration and p ie ser- 
v a tio n o f o ur n atura l resources 
ca n be taug h t to y oung people of 
prim a ry a nd secondary school age. 
A ltho ugh w e had driven down 
thro ugh sho w ers in th e morning, 
the skies clea red as w e started 
up H ighw a y 61 for home.

Fo rest Ra nger Station to say hello 
to G ilf a nd R uth A dam s and, of 
co urse, sto pped for a visit.

English 
spa rro w, Chee, w hich has lived 
w ith them for th ree y ears, and 
in o bserv ing the bees in G iff’s 
gla ss-sided observation hive. This 
co nsists of tw o fiam es of foun da­ 
tio n comb and is occupied by a 
queen, perha ps 2000 w orker bees 
a nd a few drones. W e could see 
the long-bodied queen as .she in ­ 
spected the e m p t y cells in her 
bro o d comb and 
laid 
her eggs 
w hich are cem ented to the bottom 
o f the cells. 
We could also w atch the w orker 
bees co m ing dow n 
the 
runw ay 
w hich leads from a w indow to 
the hiv e and gives the bees access 
to the outdoors. The incom.ng bees 
w ere laden w ith pollen and are 
giv en 
the rig h t-of-w ay 
by 
the 
w o rkers heading outw ard to the 
fields fo r nectar and p< lien. T he 
inco m ing bees can generally be 
distinguished by the load of y ellow 
po llen o n their legs, and Gif 1 told 
us tha t a careful count will show 
ex a ctly the sam e n um ber of gram s 
o f po llen o n each leg, so that the 
h ea v ily loaded bee can m aintain 


its balance in flight. Once inside 
the hive on its w ay to deposit the 
n ectar or pollen, the bees would 
perform th e “dan ce” w hich directs 
other bees to the food s urce. 
A fter w e’d had our till of bee- 
w atching. w e all w ent for a visit 
to the fam ous “talking si..slings” 
of Fredericktow n. These re m a rk ­ 
able birds are th e pets of Sm iley 
Rnodes and his wife. Roth w ere 
taken in as fledglings and raised 
by Mrs. R hodes and they live con­ 
tentedly in tw o large cages in the 
kitchen. The oldest of th e birds, 
“L over” 
by 
nam e, 
is 
about 
18 
m onths old and began to talk last 
y ear, m im icking the expressions 
used by Mrs. Rhodes w hen she 
talked to it. Now it has a vocabu­ 
lary of p erh ap s 150 w ords w hich 
it utters in a s .ft. throaty voice. 
T he y ounger bird. “L ucky ,” w as 
pushed out of a nest this spring, 
probably because it was slightly 
crippled, and it also is beginning 
to talk. It doesn’t have as large 
a vocabulary as the older bird, 
but speaks even m ore distinctly . 
T he effect is som ehow uncanny , 
for all of the phrases are form ed 
deep in th e throats of th e birds, 
w ith very little use being m ade 
of the bill. And th e inflection of 
each p h arse are exactly those of 
Mrs. Rhodes as she talks to them . 
S m iley Rhodes w asn't at home, 
but Giff and I took a look at part 
of his apiary which has the rath e r 
rem ark ab le characteristic th at the 
ow ner n ever harvest any honey .

The burst’s brilliant flash, plainly 
visible here, was followed by a 
perceptible rumble and a windy 
gust.

But in Caliente, Nev., 185 miles

Before a pup is taken out in the 
field to get his first whiff of bird 
scent, he should have some private 
tutonng to learn simple obedience 
and the meanings of a few spoken 
commands. This part of a pup’s 
education is called yard training, 
probably because 
it most 
often 
takes place in the privacy of back 
yards where there’s nothing else 
going on to claim the pup’s at­ 
tention. 


A young dog is ready for his 
yard training as soon as he is old 
enough to show some intelligence. 
This may be in his fifth or sixth 
month or maybe a little earlier 
or later— depending on how fast 
the pup has come along. In any 
case, remember to keep each les­ 
son short. 
The 
yougnster 
has 
plenty to learn and his body, as 
well as his mind, is very immature. 
When he shows signs of tiring, stop 
the lesson and let him play; a good 
rule is to hold each lesson down 
to about fifteen minutes. 


W hile the 
pup is in 
training, 
particular 
attention 
should 
be 
given to his physical condition; a 
nervous or run-down subject is 
hard to train. His feeding times 
take on extra importance too. At 
this age a pup should be fed three 
times a day, with the last meal 
coming at about five o’clock. Lf he 
is being fed one of the better 
grades of canned dog food at the 
time the training starts, no change 
of diet is necessary. However, if 
other foods are being used, it w ill 
probably be necessary to increase 
the amount of meat and milk to . 
provide for the extra exertion. 
The first step in yard training 
is to teach the pup to respond to 
his name when called. Alw ays use 
the same words and the same in­ 
flection: “ Prince, come!” — if that’s 
his name. When he trots over, pet 
him and make a fuss over him. At 
this stage of the game in particular, 
don’t call “ Here, boy!” at one time 
and “ Prince, come!” at 
another.

A fractional per cent or division of 
the rating of work done by the Cir­ 
cuit Judges may be very mislead­ 
ing because of 
the 
num ber of 
Judges. The work of the 
Judges 
and the number of cases disposed 
of necessarily turns in part upon 
the total amount of litigation filed 
in the respective circuits. The mag­ 
nitude of the num ber of cases filed 
varies on account of size of the 
circuit, and the density of its re­ 
spective population, its industries 
and location with respective truck 
lines or railways and major high­ 
ways. All local action which com­ 
prise suits for damages for death 
and injuries must be filed in the 
circuit where the injury occurred 
and if not then in the county in 
which the defendant resides or 
may be found before legal service 
can be had and jurisdiction estab­ 
lished. Likewise suits against the 
State, its officers and governing 
bodies m ust be brought in the cir­ 
cuit where the State Capitol is 
located, which happens to be the 
14th Judicial Circuit presided over 
by Judge Sam Blair. The report 
shows that Judge Blair disposed 
of 928 cases, the late Judge Schult. 
of our neighboring circuit on the 
east was second with 875 cases, 
followed by Judge McPherson and 
Judge Curtis. The Judge of our 
Circuit. Judge Billings stood fifth 
with 798 cases. Judge Weber of 
our neighboring circuit on the west, 
disposed of 654 cases. The dockets 
of rural circuit Judges are cur­ 
rent, as it the docket in the Su­ 
prem e and each of the Appellate 
Courts of the State. 
Most trial cases can be heard 
within 30 to 60 days after plead­ 
ings and issues are m ade up. A 
considerable part of every docket 
is old cases where the parties are 
no longer interested in bringing 
them to trial, and m any others are 
delayed for various causes, such 
as failure to obtain service, serv­ 
ice within time, or death, sick­ 
ness or absence of the parties or 
their witnesses or because they are 
in the armed services and not 
available, and failure to obtain 
testimony by taking of depositions, 
and because an attorney therein 
is absent by reason of judicia* or 
legislative business or sickness, or 
because the parties are negotiat­ 
ing a settlement out of court. 
Our own county has a good rec­ 
ord due to the efficiency of our 
clerk, sheriff, prosecuting attor­ 
ney, past and present and the co­ 
operative attitude of our attorneys

The num ber of cases disposed of 
in cities of the third class ranks 
from 2,500 to 5.000 cases per year,

I disposes of about six to seven h u n ­ 
dred of cases 
per year* 
These 
courts, while they perform a very 
necessary 
service are 
courts of 
limited jurisdiction and comprise 
matters of minor importance, and 
the records of such courts 
are 
therefore not embodied in the re­ 
port of the Judicial Conference. 


The Circuit Court is the only 
court of general jurisdiction and 
are the trial courts which deter­ 
mine the issues of life and death 
and preserves the liberties, and 
I protects the rights and -properties 


I of the individual. They are vested 
with a wide latitude of Judicial 
discretion, which can be properly

Picking the best pup from a 
litter invariably tu rn s out to be 
one of the toughest decisions a

There are rules to go by 
and points to look for in the se­ 
lection of a pup— b u t u n fo rtu n a te­ 
ly

tim e out. It’s a m atter of record 
th at even experienced dog m en 
have been fooled into bypassing

unassum ing youngster w hich 
ev e n tu a lly grew up and w h u p p ed 
th t britches off his flashier sis­ 
ters and brothers in the field. 
H ow ever, the success story of 
the overlooked pup doesn’t ap p ear 
frequently; experienced dog m en 
a re n ’t often w rong in their a p ­ 
praisals. T heir reasons tor picking 
one p u p over all the others a r e , 
based on their own experiences, 
and 
on the experiences of dog 
tra in ers and breeders everyw here 
over the past several centuries,

W hile there is no real substi-i 
tu te 
for 
first-h an d 
experience, 
the am ate u r dog buyer can save 
him self some possible frustration 
and m ay b e a large sum of cash by 
following some com m onsense ru'os 
in picking out his pup. Upon d e­ 
ciding on the breed he wishes to 
own, he should check as th r o jg n - 
lv as 
possible into the re p u ta ­ 
tions 
of 
kennels 
offering

pups for sale. Most, but not all, 
kennels are honest— as a m a tte r 
of good business if not for mo *al 
reasons. Some kennels are me re 
honest than others, and thes.’ will 
b efran k in pointing out appa ent 
shortcom ings in some of the pups 
If such faults 
the custom er 
shuold be prepared to spot the 
obvious ones himself. 
T h e pup w hich mopes in a co r­ 
n er by himself, lacks the b rig h t­ 
eyed alertness of a norm al y o u n g ­ 
ster,

(crooked

M any prospective ow ners take

ing trip. This isn’t so im p o rta n t 
w hen dealing w ith a responsible 
kennel; it’s sm art to do so w h en 
buy in g elsew here, how ever. T he 
veterin aria n will give the p up a 
practiced checkover for ailm ents, 
and h e will find out if th e pup 
has been w orm ed and has had his 
d istem p er shots— im p o rtan t points 
w hich som e bu y ers are apt to for­ 
get in the excitem ent of closing 
the deal.

He said th a t in the last decade 
the percentage of m erchandise re­ 
turned had dropped from 5.4 per 
cent to 2.1 per cent. 
But his m ost heartening con­ 
clusion— hearten in g to d e p a rtm en t 
store ow ners as well as stu d en ts 
of m orality— is that the custom ers 
try few er shadier tricks in re tu rn ­ 
ing goods.

Temperance Societies 
Flourished In Missouri 
A Century Ago 


By the State Historical Society 
of Missouri at Columbia 


Temperance Societies Took 
Part 
At Independence Local Option 
Election In 1888. 


Floyd C. Shoemaker, b€crct3ry 
On a dark and starless night in 
1889 a ghostly group of figures 
moved along the streets of Spick- 
ardsville in Grundy county. 
In 
the shadow of a railroad section 
house they were joined by an­ 
other group. 
Then suddenly they were re­ 
vealed in the light from the open 
door of Drury Davis’s saloon— 13 
women 
armed 
with 
hatchets, 
brooms, 
and 
clubs. 
Customers 
scurried for cover as bedlam broke 
loose in a shattering of glass and 
splintering of furniture. The liquid 
assets 
of 
Mr. 
Davis’s 
business 
flowed away upon the ground. 
Half the town went on a special 
train to the trial of the crusaders 
in Trenton, where in spite of pro­ 
tests by the W.C.T.U. and other 
tem perance advocates, the women 
were fined $5.00 each and costs. 
The 
direct-methods 
of 
the | 
Spickardsville women may have 
inspired the hatchet-wielding, sa­ 
loon-wrecking ventures a dozen 
years later of the iamous C arry 
A, Nation, who had lived in M is­ 
souri. 
Missourians were not alw ays so 
riotous in promoting tem perance 
reform . 
The 
movement 
began 
with lectures on health and mor­ 
als. In the 1820’s, when whiskey 
barrels w ere on tap at every boat 
landing and grocery store, drunk- j 
cnness was rife and led to violent 
crim es 
and 
quarrels. 
W hiskey 
was a common treatment for pio­ 
neer ailments. Under such condi­ 
tions 
temperance societies grew 
as population increased. 
In October, 1833, delegates from 
ten tem perance groups met at Co­ 
lumbia and organized the M is­ 
souri State Tem perante Society, 
whose declared goal was to “ef­ 
fect the Entire Abstinence from 
Ardent 
Spirits 
throughout 
the 
state of Missouri.” 
Lecturers sponsored by various 
tem perance societies toured 
the 
state in the 1840’s and 50's, and 
since 
other 
amusements 
were 
scarce on the frontier the popu­ 
larity of their speeches was part­ 
ly responsible for the spread of 
the movement. 
A height in Missouri tem per­ 


ance agitation wjas reached be­ 
tween 
1846 
and 
1853. 
The 
St. 
Louis order of the Sons of Tem ­ 
perance 
was 
organized 
about 
1844, and there were 2,042 state 
members in 1858. The W ashing­ 
tonian Society bought a building 
in St. Louis for lectures and a 
tem perance restaurant designed to 
cure drunkards, 
A national society, the Tem per­ 
ance Union, was founded in Louis­ 
iana, Missouri, in 1851-52, but had 
trouble 
getting 
started 
because 
the owners of both printing of­ 
fices were opposed to the move­ 
ment and refused to print the rit­ 
ual. This society was among the 
lirst to admit women. Besides the 
statew ide groups, many towns had 
at least one tem perance society 
connected with the churches. 
Idealistic 
tem perance 
reform 
gradually turned into the more 
determined 
prohibition 
crusade. 
Proposals 
of 
the 
strict 
“Maine 
Law ” in 1854-55 brought out the 
question in strongly pro and con 
debates and newspaper editorials. 
Prohibition issues split some so­ 
cieties and stirred the ever pres­ 
ent opposition to stronger m eas­ 
ures. 
Tem perance and other reform s 
were overwhelmed in the disorder 
of the Civil W ar, but advocates 
came back with renewed zeal for 
prohibition 
in 
1870-90. 
Special 
newspapers such as the Tem per- 
I anet* Standard in Pike county, and 
the New Age at Sedalia promoted 
I the cause. 
The Women’s Christian Tem ­ 
perance Union of Missouri was or­ 
ganized in 1882, and the A n ti-Sa­ 
loon Army came into being in the 
90’s. 
Growing agitation 
brought 
about the passage of “local op­ 
tion” lawr in 
1887 under which 
much of Missouri eventually went 
dry. 
The 
societies 
then 
gathered 
strength for the final push to­ 
ward their greatest, if tem porary, 
victory— Missouri’s ratification of 
the 18th Amendment to the fed­ 
eral Constitution, on May 27, 1919.

HOW TO PICK A PUP 


Picking the best pup from a 
litter invariably turns out to be 
one of the toughest decisions a 
prospective 
dog 
ov/ner 
has 
ta 
make. There are rules to go by 
and points to look for in the se­ 
lection of a pup— but unfortunate­ 
ly 
they 
don’t 
hold 
true 
every 
time out. It’s a m atter of record 
that even experienced dog men 
have been fooled into bypassing 
an unassuming youngster which 
eventually grew un and whupped 
tilt britches off his flashier sis­ 
ters and brothers in the field. 


However, the success story of 
the overlooked pup doesn’t appear 
frequently; experience,! dog men 
aren’t often wrong in their ap­ 
praisals. Their reasons tor picking 
one pup over all the others are, 
based on their own experiences, 
and on the experiences of dog 
trainers and breeders everywhere 
over the past several centuries. 
W hile there is no real substi­ 
tute 
for 
first-hand 
experience, 
the am ateur dog buyer can save 
him self some possible frustration j 
and m aybe a large sum of cash by 
following some commonsense ru'es 
in picking out his pup. Upon de­ 
ciding on the breed he wishes to 
own, he should check as thro ugli­ 
ly as possible into the reputa­ 
tions 
of 
kennels 
offering 
such 
pups for sale. Most, but not all, 
kennels are honest— as a martyr 
of good business if not for m o ’sl 
reasons. Some kennels are mere 
honest than others, and those will 
befrank in pointing out appal ent 
shortcomings in some of the pups 
, they have for sale. If such faults 
aren’t pointed out, the customer 
shuold be prepared to spot *he 
obvious ones himself. 
The pup which mopes in a co i­ 
ner by himself, lacks the bright­ 
eyed alertness of a normal young­ 
ster, 
is 
outstandingly 
larger or 
sm aller than the others in the 
litter, 
or 
which 
exhibits 
some 
physical 
shortcomings 
(crooked 
legs, thin coat, weaknesses) should 
certainly be passed up. 
Many prospective owners take 
the 
precaution 
of 
bringing 
a 
veterinarian along on a pup-buy­ 
ing trip. This Isn’t so important 
when dealing with a responsible 
kennel; it’s smart to do so when 
buying elsewhere, however. Tho; 
veterinarian will give the pup a 
practiced checkover for ailments J 
and he will find out if the pup 
has been wormed and has had hisj 
distem per shots— im portant points 
which some buyers are apt to for­ 
get in the excitem ent of closing 
the deal. 
When 
buying 
a 
pup 
from 
a 
private source, or from a kennel 
about 
which 
not 
too 
much 
Is 
known, the custom er should look 
for certain symptoms of diseases 
or improper care. If a pup has 
runny eyes or nose, coughs, has 
diarrhea, and is running is tem ­ 
perature, he likely has distemper 
— not just a "slight cold,” as the 
seller may claim . If his coat *s 
ragged, the pup may have mang< 
or eczema. If his teeth are dis­ 
colored, it may mean distemper 
An extended abdomen may prove 
worms. And the pup should a1 
ways be checked for deafness; a 
simple test for this is to call him 
several times. If he fails to re­ 
spond, beware. 
More 
than 
usual 
attention 
should be paid to the general ap­ 
pearance of a pup offered by a 
private individual. 
All 
too fre­ 
quently such 
owners 
are 
ama 
tours with no particular knowl­ 
edge of how to raise and feed 
dogs. Find out if the pup has been 


fed a balanced diet since he was 
weaned— or whether he’s had to 


take potluck with whatever scraps 
happened to be left over from his 
m aster’s table. A poorly nourished 
pup is wide open for a variety 
of diseases because his general 
resistance 
is 
always 
low. 
The 
larger kennels which handle many 
dogs and pups at a time usually 
feed a balanced dict of their own 
concoction or a safe diet of com­ 
mercial foods to which fats and 
other 
supplements 
are 
added. 
Many of the sm aller kennels and 
private 
dog 
breeders 
solve 
the 
nourishment problem by feeding 
a good grade of canned dog food, 
which, with nothing added, pro­ 
vides a completely balanced diet 
with 
a 
minimum of work. 
It's 
also important for the new owner 
to know how and when the pup 
has been fed, because if he should 
make any change in the pup’s 
feeding habits, he should do so 
gradually. 
The particularly desirable pup 
in the litter is the one which 
shows the strongest characteristics 
of the breed. If there is any doubt 
as to what these characteristics 
are, the information can be ob­ 
tained from any good book on the 
breed, 
or 
from 
the 
American 
Kennel Club. 
If 
the 
kennel’s 
reputation 
is 
proved, and if one of the pups 
seems to meet all the standards, 
the next step— before buying—?s 
to track down the pup’s ancestry. 
It should be determined first if 
the pup is, or can be, registered 
with the American Kennel Club. 
This is the test of his pure breed­ 
ing. 
Then the kennel should tx* pre­ 
pared to tell all about tho pup’s 
parents — their dispositions; the 
records (if any) their other o ff­ 
spring have established, and their 
own 
records 
as 
field 
dogs. 
As 
much of this information as pos­ 
sible should be known about the 
pup’s earlier ancestors, too. This 
m ay help the buyer avoid a p jo 
which 
has 
perhaps 
inherited 
a 
fam ily weakness. 
In view' of the admitted uncer­ 
tainties of buying a pup, would 
the sportsman 
be better off to 
jum p the gap entirely and buy a 
proved 
adult dog? 
The answer 
is no, if he wants the full satis­ 
faction of raising and training a 
dog entirely to his taste. Or if he 
wants the full measure of com­ 
panionship a dog may give just 
once— usually to the first person 
he recognizes as his m aster. Or 
if he wants the extra years of 
service which 
he’ll g e t‘ from a 
pup, os against the limited years 
that rem ain in an adult dog. 
Probably the best time to bey 
a pup is when he’s from eight to 
twelve weeks old— about the time 
his 
mental 
processes 
begin 
to 
work in earnest, and when he’s 
ready to attach 
him self whole­ 
heartedly to someone. 
However, 
so far as training gycs, age makes 
little difference. Contrary to the 
popular saw, old dogs CAN be 
taught 
new tricks.

NEW YO RK — (TP)— Are you 
worried about the disclosures of 
widespread immorality in high and 
low levels of American life? 
Take heart. A ll is not lost. The 
American department store cus­ 
tomer is getting more honest every 
year. 


This cheering note comes from 
Max Hess, chairman of the Con­ 
sumers 
Education Committee of 
the National Retail Drygoods As­ 
sociation. It represents more than 
7,000 U. S. department stores. 
Hess has just made a nation­ 
wide 
survey 
th.it 
found 
the 
morality of the nation’s millions of 
bargain seekers is at an all-tim e 
peak. 


“The study shows a marked in­ 
crease in both honesty and con­ 
sideration on the part ot the pub­ 
lic,” he said, “specifically in re­ 
lation to the 
bugaboo of retail 
stores— refunds and exchanges.” 
He said that in the last decade 
the percentage of merchandise re­ 
turned had dropped from 5.4 per 
cent to 2.1 per cent. 
But his most heartening con­ 
clu sion — heartening to department 
store owners as well as .students 
of m orality— is that the customers 
try fewer shadier tricks in return­ 
ing goods. 
“Consumer honesty, as a m atter 
of fact, has become almost uni­ 
versal,” Hess said. “Attempted re­ 
turn.1 of used or deliberately dam­ 
aged m erchandise is only an in- 
finitesm al .0027 per cent of the 
total, as opposed to 1.039 ten years 
ago.” 
This record would be even bet­ 
ter, he rem arked, except for an 
occasional lady who takes out a 
full set of expensive chinaw are, 
ostensibly to buy it, but in reality 
to impress her guests at a fancy 
dinner party in her home. 
“When she returns the china­ 
ware a few days later, she some- 


times hasn’t even bothered to scrap 
all the food off the plates.” 
Som e other results of his survey: 
Men are getting more fickle than 
w o m en ; they are resp onsible for 
65 per cent of merchandise returns 
as compared to 38 
per cent a 
decade ago. 
Young women return more pur­ 
chases than older women. 
The articles most commonly re­ 
turned by women are dresses. With 
men it’s shirts. 
Most men DO keep those Christ­ 
mas gift neckties. Only 0108 per 
cent were returned last year. 
Hess emphasized that most de­ 
partment stores today prefer that 
a custom er return merchandise he 
is dissatisfied with rather than re­ 
tain 
it. The theory: 
long-term 
goodwill is always worth more 
than the profit on any one trans­ 
action. 
In his own department store at 
Allentown, Pa., he has a policy of 
refunding the purchase price with­ 
out question, no matter how long 
ago the sale was made. 
“Recently we took back a blouse 
that an 
89-year-old 
lady 
had 
bought from us in 1901,” he said. 
“We were glad to get it back for 
historical purposes, and gave her 
far more than she had paid for it.” 
Another woman returned some 
yarn she bought in 1927, and ex ­ 
plained: 
“Never did find a chance to knit 
that sw eater.” 
Hess had to turn down one small 
boy, however, who came in and 
wanted to 
exchange his newly 
born baby brother tor a sister. 
“ I already have a brother,” the 
little boy said. 
But Hess had a reasonable ex- 
ruse: The baby 
brother hadn’t 
come from his departm ent store.
